Two 3'/4 mm (U S. 3) and two 3'% mm (U.S. 5) knitting needles or whichever needles you 
require to produce the tension given below. Small quantities of yellow, red and black yarn 6 
buttons. 3 stitch holders. 

TENSION: 24 sts and 32 rows = 4 ins (10 cm) with 3% mm needles stocking st. 



The instructions ere written for size 1. Any 
changes necessary for sizes 2, 3 and 4 are 
written in brackets thus:— ( ). 

BACK: With 3Va mm needles cast on 65 sts 
(2 - 69 sts) (3 - 73 sts) (4 - 77$t$y 
1st row: (Right side). K1. *P1 K1. Repeat 
from • to end of row, 

2nd row: PI . *Kt. PI. Repeat from • to end 
of row. 

Repeat these 2 rows (K1 , Pi) ribbing for 2Vz 
Ins (6 cm) ending with right side facing for 
next row and increasing 8 sts evenly across 
last row, 73 sts on needle (2 — 77 sts) (3 - 
81 sts) (4 -85 sts). 

Change to 3^ mrn needles and proceed In 
stocking $t until work from beginning mea- 
sures 8 ins (20 cm), (2 — 8^/i in$)(22 cm). (3 
- 9 ins)(23 cm), (4 ~ 97? insX24 cm) 
ending with rightsidefacrng for next row. 

To shape armholes: Cast off Sets (2^ 9 sts) 
(3—10 sts) (4 — 11 sts) begmning next 2 
rows. 57 sts on needle (2 — 59 sts) (3 — 61 
sts) (4 — 63 sts). 

Continue even in stocking st until work from 
beginning measures 14 ins (36 cm), (2— 15 
ins)(38 cm), (3-16 ins)(41 cm), (4 — 17 
ins)(43 cm) ending with right s»de facing for 
next row. 

To shape shoulders: Cast oft 5 sis (2, 3 and 
4^6 sts) beginning next 4 rows, then 6 sts 
(2-5 sts) (3 and 4 — 6 sts) beginning 
following 2 rows. Leave remaining 25 sts (2 
and3 — 25sts)(4 — 27sts) on a st holder 

POCKET LININGS: (Make 2). With 3% mm 
needles cast on 1 6 sts. 

Work 3V? Ins (9 cm) in stocking st, ending 
with right side facing for next row. Leave 
these sts on a spare needle. 



LEFT FRONT: With 3% mm needles cast on 
31 sts (2 - 32 sts) (3 - 35 sts) (4 - 37 sis) 
and work 2Vz ln$ (6 cm) in (Ki . Pi ) ribbing 
as given for back, ending with right side 
facing for next row and increasing 5 sts 
evenly across last row. 36 sts on needle (2 

— 38 sts) (3— 40 sts) (4 — 42 sts) 

Change to 3% mm needles and proceed in 
stocking st until work from beginning mea- 
sures 6 ins (16 cm) ending with right side 
lacing for next row. 

To place pocket: Next row: K10(2 — K11) (3 

— K12) (4 — K13), Knit across 16 sts from 
1st pocket lining. Slip next 16 sts onto a st 
holder. Knit to end of row. 

Continue in stocking st until work from 
beginning measures same length as back to 
armhole shaping, ending with right side 
facing for next row 

To shape armhole: Cast off 8 sts (2 — 9 sts) 
(3 — 10st$)(4 — 11 sts) beginning next row 
28 sts on needle (2 — 29 sts) (3 — 30 sts) (4 
-31 sts) 

Continue even in stocking st until work from 
beginning measures 11'/^ ms (29 cm). (2 — 
insX32 cm), (3-13'^ ins)(34 cm), (4 

— 147? cm) ending with wrong side 

facing for next row. 

To shape neck: Cast off 6 sts beginning 
next row (neck edge). 

Dec 1 st at neck edge on next, then every 
following row to 16 sts on needle (2—17 
sts){3and4 — 18sts). 

Continue even in stocking st until work trom 
beginning measures same length as back to 
shoulder shaping, ending with right side 
facing for next row 
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To shape shoulder: Cast off 5 sfs (2, 3 and 4 
— 6 sts) beginning next and following alter- 
nate row. 

Work 1 row ever. 

Cast off remaining 6 sts (2 — 5&t$)(3and4 
-6 sts). 

RIGHT FRONT: Work as given for left front 

reversing ail shapings. 

SLEEVES: With 3 Vi mm needles cast on 35 
sts (2 — 35 sts) (3 and 4^37 sts) and work 
2 ins (5 cm) In (K1. PI) ribbing as given for 
back, ending with right side facing for next 
row and increasing 10 sts (2 — 12 sts) (3 
and 4 — 14 sts) evenly across last row. 45 
sts or r>eedle(2-47sfs)(3dnd4— 5? sts) 

Change to 3W mm needles and work 4 rows 
stocking st. 

Inc 1 St each end of needle on next, then 
every following 3rd row to 71 sts on needle 
(2-77$t$) (3-83sts)(4^39stsy 

Continue even In stocking st unlil work from 
beginning measures 8 ins (20 cm) (2-9 
in$){23 cm).

Work duplicate stitch on right and left fronts 
as illustrated noting that motif is reversed 
and shortened on right front.

NECKBAND: Sew shoulder seams. With 
right side of work facing and 3'A mm nee- 
dles, pick up and kmt 23 sts (2 — 23 sts) (3 
and 4 — 24 sts) up right front neck edge. 
Knit across 25 sts (2 and 3—25 sts) (4 — 27 



sts) from back st holder. Pick up and knit 23 
sts (2 - 23 sts) (3 and 4-24 sts) down left 
front neck edge. 71 sts on needle (2 — 71 
sts) (3 - 73 sts) (4 - 75 $t$). 

Beginning and ending on a 2nd row, work 
1!4ins(3cm)in (K1. P1) ribbing as given for 
back. Castoff rn ribbing. 

BUTTON BAND: With right side of work 
facing and 3% mm needles, pick up and knit 
115 sts (2 — 115 sts) (3 and 4 — 125 sts) 
evenly along left front edge for girl or right 
front edge for boy. 

Beginning on a 2nd row, work 12 rows (K1. 
PI) ribbing as given for back. Cast off in 
ribbing. 

BUTTONHOLE BAND: Work as given for 
button band picking up sts along right front 
edge for girl and left front edge for boy. 
Work 5 rows (K1 . PI) ribbing. 

Next row: Rib across 4 sts. Cast off 2 sts. 
•Rib across 19 sts (2- 19 sts) (3 and 4 ^21 
sts). Cast off 2 sts. Repeat from ■* 4 times, 
Rib to end of row 

Next row: Rjb casting on 2 sis over cast off 
sts 

Work 5 rows ribbing. Cast off in ribbing. 

POCKET BANDS: With right side of work 
facing and 3Vi mm needles, knit across 16 
sts from $t holder for pocket bands. Work 
I'A Ins (3 cm) in (K1. Pi) ribbing, ending 
with right side facing for next row. Cast off 
in ribbing 

TO MAKE UP: Sew in sleeves placing rows 
above markers to armhole cast off sts. Sew 
side and sleeve seams. Sew buttons to 
correspond to buttonholes. Sew pocket lin- 
ings in position Sew pocket bands In posi- 
tion. Do not press.

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HELPFUL HINTS 



For best resuits, be sure to use the yarn 
recommended in the pattern, and purchase 
enough of one dye lot to complete your 
project, it IS a good idea to reiain ball bands 
in case of inquiry. 

Before you begin to knit, check your tension 
by making a test swatch and adjusting nee- 
dle sizes, if necessary, to obtain the tension 
quoted in the pattern. Inaccurate tension 
fcsults in a garment too large or too small 
Even a variation of half a stitch makes an 
obvious difference in the finished size. 
Loose tension can result in the garment 
losing its shape during wear or laundering 
Before beginning, read the instructions and 
underline all figures applying to your size. 
Sizes should be chosen from actual bust or 
chest measurements and not age or ready* 
to*wear sizes. 

Note: Never put an Iron directly on synthet- 
ic yarns. 

If pressing is required before assembly, lay 
each piece right side down on a clean, flat 
surface and pin to size using rust proof 
pins. Cover with a damp cloth and leave to 
dry. 

WASHING INSTRUCTIONS: 

Patons Cartadiana and Beehive Astra: Ma- 
chine wash. Machine dry. 



Be^ive Shetland Light and Patons Super 
Wool: Machine wash Dry flat 

MACHINE WASHING 

Do up buttons and turn the garment Inside 
out. Wash the garment, preferably on its 
own, with a gentle cycle, using warm water 
and detergent. Softener may be added to 
the final rinse. Do not use bleach. 

MACHINE DRYING 

Tumble dry at a low setting. Do not over- 
heat 

HANDWASHING 

Note the measurements of the garment 
before washing. Thoroughly dissolve soap 
or mild detergent in lukewarm water Place 
the garment in the suds and squeeze gently, 
Do not rub or leave to soak. Support the 
garrnent with your hands as you remove It 
from the water. Rinse twice in clean, luke- 
warm water. Remove excess moisture by 
rolling in a thick towel. Dry flat. 

DRYING FLAT 

Do not wring, twist or hang to dry. Lay 
garment on a flat surface away from lights, 
sunlight and excessive heat. While still 
damp, gently push garment back to Its ori- 
ginal measurements
